The value of these farms is 32° million 
dollars. . The figures further revealed. 
that women cultivate 2.9 per cent of all | 
farms in the state and 2.3 per cent of 
the total acreage, the value being 2.3 
per cent..of the whole. The average 
value of the land and buildings on 
farms operated by women was found to 

-a sucess of $5,600.

and equipment totaling $16,611. 20 was 
made worthless. - 

Draughts in the fall were responsible 
for an unusually. long forest fire sea- 
son. One conflagration was recorded 
as late as Nov. 7th. 

No lives, human or animal, were lost 
by outdoor fires during the dest year 
‘according “tothe report. The exten- 
sive system of. protection provided by 
the state prevented loss of life even in 
a year when conditions were unfavor-. 
able. ; 

The state fire protection department 
operated 106 observation towers and 
175 miles of telephone lines. A large 
area of the state south of the north 
boundaries of Mason and Arenac coun- 
ties was included in the fire: zone last 
year forthe first time. The 1923 legis- 
lature enacted the measure giving the 
district protection. 

This section, which comprises about 
half the state, had 397 grass fires: with 
estimated loss of $24,316. The cost of 
patrolling the additional area was $3,987
